CURRENT CO/IMENT. 


In the Financial edition of the 
Manitoba Free Press, published last 
week, which by the way is a valua- 
ble number containing’ as it does a 
vast array of statistics of the West, 
this City compares very favorably 
with other centres of its size in the 


prairie provinces. The figures show 


that the municipal improvements 
last year amounted to $45,000 and 
this year’s are given at $100,000. 
The value of new buildings erected 


is estimated at $500,000. The cost 
of coal is the cheapest on the list of 
prairie cities with the single excep- 
tionof Estevan which is situated in 
the Sounis coal field, but when it is 
recalled that the Strathcona coal is 
of a better quality than the Estevan 
it may justly be assumed that Stra- 
thcona from the stand point of fuel 


supply is the most advantageously 
situated city in the Prairie prov- 
inces. The fuel resources of this 
district are simply illimitable, the 
town is underlaid with coal fields 
and with an influx of capital for 
their development, coal mining will 


be one of the great industries of the 
future, 

Strathcona—The chief industries in 
the district are coal mining and lum- 
bering and there are several prosper- 
ous industries in the town, including 
three packing houses, two _ brick 
yards, one brewery and malt house, 
one lumber mill, oatmeal mill, and a 
sash and door factory. The town 
has excellent fire protection, The bri- 
gade consists of 20 volunteer fire- 
men and a gasoline engine. The 
daily capacity of water supply is 
2,160,000 gallons from the River 
Saskatchewan. There is a new elec- 
tric power plant, said to be’ the 
best that money could produce and 
up- to-date in every particular, 
Both light and motor power are fur- 
nished. The C.P.R. and C.N.R. en- 
ter the town, and a branch from 
Strathcona to Camrose is under con- 
struction. ; 


One of the matters that might 
command the attention of the City 
Council at an early meeting is: that 
of compulsory connection along its 
course with the sewers. The sew- 
ers are not built alone for purposes 
of drainage. They have an impor- 
tant bearing on the public health, 
and there is little use of the city at 
largeundertaking the construction of 
these public utilities if they are not 
to be taken advantage of. The ow- 
ners of buildings will not likely go 
to the expense of making sewer con- 
nections so long as they can get the 
same revenue from their buildings 
without that expense, and for the 
good of the greatest mumber, the 
city council should look toward the 
advisability of passing a bylaw mak- 
ing the connections compulsory.

CANAL MAY COST HUNDRED 
MILLIONS ., 


(The Globe.) 
The work of the Georgian Bay 
Canal Commission is nearing comple- 
tion, and a detailed report as to the 


estimated cost of the proposed  21- 
foot waterway from Georgian Bay 
to Montreal will be presented to 


Parliament early next session. 

The commission has done its work 
thoroughly. The report when pre- 
sented will give full and reliable de- 
tails as to the whole cost of the 
complete waterway,, the location and 
construction of locks, dams, etc., the 
nature of the engineering difficulties 
to be surmounted and all other in- 
formation connected with the enter- 
prise coming within the scope of 
commission. Practically all the sur- 
vey work is now completed, and the 
whole length of the, waterway—460 
miles—has been carefully mapped out 
showing all the excavation work ne- 
cessary, the character, location and 
estimated cost of all zhe structural 
work, etc. Nearly $600,000 has 
been expended by the government in 
securing for the firss time full and 
accurate data in respect to this 
great project, which has now been 
before the people of ‘Canada for fifty 
years, 

COST ABOUT $105,000,000, 

The main features of the report 
now in course of preparation are, 
first, as to the cost of the undertak- 
ing, and, secondly, as to the engin- 
eering problems to be encountered 
in constructing she canal. While 
the final estimates as to cost have 
not yet been compiled, it is safe to 
say from the information now avail- 
able, that the total experditure re- 
quired to complete the continuous 
waterway from Georgian Bay to 
Montreal, via the French river, Lake 
Nipissing and the Ottawa River, giv- 
ing a navigable depth throughout of 
twenty-one feet, will be to 
$105,000,000. 

NO ENGINEERING DIFFICULTIES 

In respect to the engineering  pro- 
|blems the report will show that the 
{eanal project is entirely feasible, 
with no very difficult engineering dii- 
ficulties ,\to surmount. When the re- 
port is once before parliament the 
only question will be as to whether

the benefits, which willwaccrue to the 
people of Canada through the build- 
ing of the canal will justify so large 
an expenditure of money—an expen- 
diture which would be@ about fifteen 
millions more than has been’ spent 
altogether on the great lakes and 
St. Lawrence waterways systems. 

A number of previous estimates 
have been made as to the cost of 
the work. These estimates have 
varied from twenty-five to  eighty- 
five millions of dollars. But in the 
present estimate is made for a finer 
waterway in respect to easy naviga- 
tion for large vessels, and for a 
more thorough and permanent — en- 
gineering wotk than ‘was contemplat- ' 
ed in the estimates- made hitherto. 
Of the total length of the proposed 


the larger lake vessels. A consiler- 
able portion of the rest is classed 
as restricted mavigation—iie., places 
where the river is less than five hun- 
dred feet wide, and where a certain , 
amount of work will have to be done | 
in the way of dredging, etc, in or- 
der to remove dangers from cross 
currents, shallows and other impedi- 
ments to easy navigation. The ac- 
tual excavation work for the canal 
proper will comprise in Ihe aggre- 
gate probably less thaw, {arty miles 
of the whole distance. 
THE HEIGHT OF LAND, 


One of the chief engineering dif- 
ficulties to be surmounted, when the 
survey was begun was as to the 


problem of getting across the height 
of land just east of Lake Nipissing. 
Trout Lake is some twenty-three 
feet above the level of Lake Nipis- 
sing, and it has been urged in objec- 
tion to the enterprise that it would 
either be necessary to excavate ‘the 
whole distance to the level of Lake 
Nipissing, or else the construction 
of dams to raise the level of ‘that 
lake in order to secure a continuous 
water supply for the canal eastward. 
| Hither of these schemes was almost 
‘impracticable. The cost of navigat- 
ing to the level of Lake Nipissing 
would have involved the expenditure 
of an immense amount of money and 
raising the level of Lake Nipissing 
would have involved very large dam- 
ages to towns and property along 
the lake front. The engineers of 
the commission have been able to 
surmount the difficulty and their re- 
port will show that an adequate 
supply of water can be stored = at 
Trout Lake by utilizing adjacent 
streams, etc., and by conserving ‘the 
flood waters of rivers running into 
the Ottawa to insure a continuous 
depth of at least twenty-one feet 
throughout the entire length of the 
canal during the season of naviga- 
tion. 


CONTRQL OF OTTAWA RIVER 

This summer the survey is dealing 
particularly with the question of 
the control and storage of the sur- 
plus’ waters of the Ottawa river. 
The Ottawa drains a total area of 
55,000 square miles and is one of 
the largest rivers on the continent. 
At present tne fluctuations between 
extreme high and low water marks 
very from eleven and one half feet 


at Ste. Anne’s to twenty-five feet 
at the foot of the Rideau locks, and 
nine and one half feet in Lake Des- 
chenes. The greatest flow of the 


Ottawa is now, from twelve to 1 

times its Iowest flow, as compared 
with the Niagara River, which is re- 
gulated by the great natural storage

will be casily possible at a moder- 
ate expenditure to rvjuce the flood 
level of the Ottawa and increase the 
low water ievei by a system of dames 
and control of tributary waters. A 
similar work has been undertaken by 
the Unite States Government in 
connection with the Mississippi Riv- 
er above St. Paul, with resulting 
benefits of immense commercial im- 
portance to the whole Mississippe 
valley. 

P THE POWER RETURNS. 

This phase of the canal enterprise 
will form one of the most  interest- 
ing portions of the commission’s re- 
port. The control of the waters of 
the Ottawa as outlined above will 
result in increasing wonderfully the 
value of water powers now available. 
It is estimated that with the com- 
pletion of the canal there will be 
500,000 horsepower available along 


its course—almost as much as is 
available at Niagara. The fact 
points to the probability of the 


Ottawa valley, rich as it is in iron 
ores and timber resources, becoming 
one of the greatest manufacturing 
centres of the continent. It may be 
noted, too, in this coonection that 
for the past few years the water 
works at the Chaudiere here have 
been considerably handicapped by 
low water at centain seasons of the 
year. If the canal project is endors- 
ed by parliament the result will be 
the creation, with the completion of 
the'canal of many new and very 
valuable water powers-and the’ en- 
hancing to a large extent of the va- 
lue of the water powers now in use. 
The cily of Ottawa will especially 
benefit in this respect. 

It will also be pointed out in the 
report that an important resul( of 
controlling the high and low water 
levels» of the Ottawa will be the 
raising of the low water level in 
Montreal harbor. It is stated that 
a foot increase in the depth of the 
Ottawa makes a difference of three 
inches in the depth of water in Mon- 
treal harbor. 

COMMERCIAL ADVANTAGES 

The report will not deal at pre- 
sent with the commercial advantag- 
es of the proposed canal. Parlia- 
ment may ask for a special commis- 
sion to make a supplementary — re- 
port on that phase of the question. 
It may be pointed out that the ca- 
nal would practically make 
William ‘an ocean port and would 
shorten the distance by water from 
Fort William to Montreal by about 
400 miles. It is estimated that the 
cost of carrying grain from the west 
to tidewater would be lessened by 
at leass three and one half cents per 
bushel. 

It may be interesting to note, in

IT IS THE PEOPLE WHO PAY 


Regina Standard—As announced by 
the Standard a couple of days ago, 
the mine operators have raised the 
price of coal 15 per cent. all around 
in order to recoup themselves for 
she concessions granted the striking 
miners. It is the people of the west 
who are called upon to pay for that 
settlement. 

If the people have to pay in . the 
last resort the question may be fair- 
ly put why such a strike was ever al- 
lowed to go into effect. If we have 
to pay in the long run we may just 
as well put a good face on it, and 
pay at the start, thus averting dan- 
gers attendant on fuel shortage and 
the interruption of transportation. 
Instead of the western miners  pre- 
senting their claim to the operators 
they might come straight to the peo- 
ple of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
and lay their complaints before them 
and at least permit the people di- 
rectly interested to say whether they 
will suffer the hardship of a_ strike 
rather than pay higher prices for 
coal, That would ‘be logical and 
business like if this community were 
run in a logical and businesslike 
manner, We must regain control of 
our public domain of our lands, of 
our timber and of our mines. Coal 
and lumber should be as cheap in 
Saskatchewan as in Ontario. It is 
not that we have not abundant vir- 
gin supplies on which to draw. it 
is rather because this country is 
bled to satisfy the greed of unscru- 
pulous politicians at Ottawa and to 
keep the federal machinery weil oil- 
ed,
